Claim 7: A An isolated host cell containing the recombinant expression vector 
of Claim 5, wherein the host cell is ooloctod from a human cell-line. 

Claim 9: A process for producing a recombinant polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:1 or 
its salts of SEQ. ID. No. 1 , comprising the steps of: 
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culturing the host cell of Claim 7 under conditions such that the host cell 
produces said polypeptide or its salts; and 

collecting said recombinant polypeptide or its salts from the culture of the host 

cell. 

Claim 1 5: A polynucleotide probe consisting of a nucleotide sequence that is 
completely complementary to a region of nucleotides 251 1 to 2813 of SEQ. ID. No. 2, 
wherein said polynucleotide probe has the same length as that of the region of 
nucleotides 2511 to 2813.
